High Speed Photography 
Will Be Secret of Pow- 
er, Say Scientists. 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE, 
Associated Press Science Editor. 
High-speed photography, instead of 

immense images, will the secret 
of the power of the 200-inch telescope 
to see four times farther and peer 
into a volume of space 30 times that 
now visible. 

The 200-inch mirror will take celes- 
tial photographs 10 times faster than 
previous telescopes. That speed, con- 
trary to popular view, is how astron- 
omers expect to use the great mirror 
to solve new mysteries of creation. 

The mirror will be 17 feet in diam- 
eter, but it will not form 17-foot im- 
ages of stars. It will collect four 
times more light than the’ present 
largest, the 100-inch telescope on 
Mount Wilson. Much of that light 
comes from far regions never yet 
secn. 

“More light” is the objective of the 
great telescope. “More light” includes 
rays never visible to the eye, both 
ultra-violet and infra-red. But these 
rays, like the visible, register on pho- 
tographic plates, are “visible” to 
photo-electric “eyes,” and when pass- 
ed through a prism show on the spec- 
trum the sort of atoms which give 
rise to each ray. Even the heat of 
stars reflects the same as light, in 
fourfold greater volume, from. the 
great mirror, and is made to tell its 
story.

WILL BE RETIRED 


Estimates of Crop Reduc- 
tion Programs Are Giv- 
en Wallace. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—(?)— 
Eventual withdrawal of 40,000,000 
acres of land from production through 
corn, wheat, cotton and tobacco reduc- 
tion programs was indicated today by 
Chester C. Davis, agricultural ad just- 

ment administrator, in a report to 
Secretary Wallace. 


The report, outlining the govern- 
ment’s progress in regulating farm 
production from May, 1933. to Feb- 
ruary, 1934, suggested abandonment of 
the scheme whereby a separate con- 
tract is employed for each commodity, 
and the substitution of control of all 
reguiated farm products through a 
single association in each county. 


“Total farm income from crops in 
1933,” Davis said, “including rental 
and benefit payments, is estimated to 
have been $3.271.000,000, as compared 
with $2.113,000,000 in 1932, an in- 
crease of nearly 55 per cent. 

“Part of this recovery was undoubt- 
edly due to the. adjustment program 
getting under way. With live stock 
and live stock products, the production 
of which for market covers a longer 
period, it is not possible to make ad- 
justments so rapidly. It should be 
added that the full results of a num- 
ber of important projects launched in 
1933 have not yet been felt. It is ex- 
pected they will become increasingly 
evident during 1934.” 


Problems Raised.

/000 acres of land from cultivation, he 


said, “raises puzzling questions as to 
regional and commodity competition, 
rotations, replacement crops, use of 
labor and the like.”

Vienna President’s Pow- 
ers Similar to Those of 
Late Emperor Josef.

VIENNA, March 25.—(#)—The 
broad outline of Austria’s new “cur- 
porative” constitution was published 
in the official government gazette eto- 
day. 

At the same time the government 
paraded its army through the streets 
of Vienna in the greatest show of mili- 
tary force since parliament was 
shelved. : 

The most striking: provision of the 
new constitution gives the president 
powers similar to those possessed by 
the late Emperor Franz Josef when 
he ascended the throne after crushing 
a republican revolution in 1848. 

The president will rule through the 
constitution but may change it when- 
ever he thinks an emergency demands. 
The constitution will be based on the 
principle that .all power emanates 
from God—in contrast to the present 
one, which says all power emanates 
from the people. 

People May Express Views. 

But the people, nevertheless, will 
be given an opportunity to express 
their opinion at the polls whenever 
the government thinks this advisable. 
Popular initiative. however, is barred 
and the people will not have consti- 
tutional rights to elect their own gov- 
ernment. 

All legislation must be initiated by 
the government, which will be advised

REV. R BICKNELL, 


MINISTER, PASSES 


Episcopal Rector for 59 
Years Was Widely Be- 
loved in Atlanta.

The Rev. Jesse Richards Bicknell, 
widely known Episcopal minister, for 
i1 years assistant rector of ~ the 
Chureh of the Incarnation, in West 
End, died early Sunday morning at 
the home of his niece, Miss Anna 
Grace Love, at 654 Lee street. 


In his 86th year, Mr. Bieknell had 
known a long life of goed health until 
a few days ago, when he suffered a 
heart attack. His eondition, however, 
was not considered immediately seri- 
ous, and his death came as a shock 
to his family and friends. He died 
while waiting to receive his holy eu- 
charist, to be brought him by Dr. 
GG. W. Gasque, rector of the Church 
'of the Inearnation, next door to 
which he lived. 

Born in Indiana on November 13, 
1848, Mr. Bicknell was the son of 
George Augustus Bicknell and Eliz- 
azeth Haskins Richards Bicknell. He 
to@k his scholastic degrees at the 
University of Indiana—A. B. in 1866 
and B. L. in 1868, and B. D. at the 
Nashota. Theological Seminary = in 
1874. He was one of the oldest 
members of the national fraternity of 
Beta Theta Pi. He was ordained 
priest in 1875, and made curate of 
St. Paul’s church, Evansville, Ind., 
then curate of St. Paul’s cathedral, 
Indianapolis, Ind., and later became 
rector of St. Paul’s church in Bai- 
timore. 

Mr. Bicknell has been rector of six 
parishes and had had charge of many 
missions in the dioceses of Indiana, 
Maryland, Florida, Georgia and 
Washington, D. C. At one time he 
was archdeacon of west Florida, and 
for a time held the Isthmian Canal 
commission chaplaincy at Ancon hos- 
pital, Canal Zone, Panama.

(a) Employes have the right to 
organize into group or groups. 

(b) When such group or groups 
are organized they can choose repre- 
sentatives by free choice and such 
representatives must be received col- 
lectively and thereby seek to straight- 
en out disputes and improve condi- 
tions of employment. 

(c) Discrimination against em- 
ployes because of their labor affilia- 
tions, or for any other unfair or un- 
just reason is barred. 

A settlement and statement of pro- 
cedure and principles is appended 
hereto. 

Sets Up Board of Three. 

It has been offered by me to, and 
has been accepted by, the representa- 
tives of the employes and the employ- 
ers. It lives up to the principles of 
collective bargaining. I hope and bhe- 
lieve that it opens up a chance for 
a square deal and fair treatment. It 
gives promise of sound industrial re- 
lations. It provides further for a 
board of three of which the chair- 
man will, as a neutral, represent the 
government. 

In actual practice details and ma- 
chinery will, of course. have to be 
worked out on the basis of common 
sense and justice, but the big point 
is that this broad purpose can de- 
velop with a tribunal which can han- 
die practically every problem in an 
equitable wa 

Principles of Settlement. 

Settlement of the threatened au- 
tomobile strike is based on the fok 
lowing principles: 

The employers agree to bargain 
collectively with the freely chosen 
representatives of groups and not to 
discriminate in any way against any 
employe on the ground of his union 
labor affiliations.

Finally someone suggested that 
we choose the most representative ones 
for the exhibit, and that they be label- 
ed typical forms for the benefit of the 
public. Upon my dare he chose his 
typical forms, and then discovered to 
his chagrin that he had included only 
half of the eight species in the pan, 
having chosen the specimens on super- 
ficial characters. 

How many times that has happened 
in the history of taxonomy, no one 
can guess. I would like to know just 
how many times it did happen, these 
cases where one single man gave three 
or more names to one species of ani- 


mal. 

The implication here is not that the 
worker was too lax, but that his series 
of specimens was not large enough, 
and therefore he could not appreciate 
the finer gradations of minor charac- 
ters that mark the sub-species. In 
fact, these early workers, in spite of 
all the confusion they are now caus- 
ing in small groups, were the most 
brilliant classificatory. minds: that 
science has ever known. Take the 
noblest Roman of them all, Edward D. 
Cope, who was: professor of anatomy 
at the University of Pennsylvania and 
connected in various capacities with 
the United States National Museum. 
Cope was known to be very erratic 
in giving names to animals, having 
many times duplicated the species and 
even placed it in separate genera. Yet 
this man had a flair for finding the 
critical characters of larger groups, 
and his alignment of the reptiles, both 
recent and extinct, is a masterpiece 
of systematic zoology. Cope, further- 
more, was apt to take the stand that 
he was right and knew it, and to try 
to blast the man who dared oppose 
him. I heard the echoes and reverbera- 
tions of Cope’s battle with Marsh last 
year when I brought together disciples 
of each and opened the wounds with 
a few vitriolic remarks about a third 
scientist. They fought each other for 
a while, and then turned on me. 
was then driven to take what little 
refuge I could find in the words of 
Dr. J. R. Norman, of the British mu- 
seum (and you will probably hear a 
lot of him from me hereafter), who 
said in his recent book on fishes, “A 
species is not and never can be a 
fixed, immutable unit, and no system- 
atist living is able to lay down any 
rule as to the amount of difference 
required to recognize a species. He 
must inevitably be guided by the con- 
veniences and by the circumstances

Secretary of Former Oil 
Operator Still in Criti- 
cal Condition. 


SHANGHAI, March 25.—(/)— 
Penniless at death and a fugitive from 
justice in the United States, C. C, 
Julian, one-time millionaire oil opera- 
tor of Oklahoma and California, who 
took poison early today in a fashion- 
able Shanghai hotel, is to be buried 
by his friends. 

The undertaker revealed that Ju- 
lian, who once handled millions, was 
without funds, and others claimed 
that he was thousands of dollars in 
debt. 

Although physicians who tried to 
save his life after the young woman 


-_ who has his dinner companion found 


him unconscious in a room in the 
Astor House hotel stated unequivo- 
cally that Julian committed suicide, 
others discussed the possibility that 
he accidentally took an overdose 
sleeping pills. 

A small group of Julian's admirers 
scoffed at ‘suicide reports and said 
they believed he had unintentionally 
killed himself. 

Julian’s dinner companion, Leonora 
Levy, his confidante and secretary, 
also attempted to kill herself, physi- 
cians said. She took the same por- 
tion that killed Julian, but regained 
consciousness today long enough to 
reveal that Julian told her he intend- 
ed to kill himself. 

Calls Him “Brave Man.” 

“Julian said he would do it,” she 
said. “I did not believe him, but he 
did it. He was a brave man,’ she 
whispered to hospital attendants. 

Miss Levy was the last person to 
talk with Julian before his death. 
Deserting a table expansively littered 
with champagne glasses and the re- 
mains of a midnight meal, Julian went 
to a room he had procured in the 
hotel shortly after midnight. 

Unaware of his intentions, Miss 
Levy waited for him until she be- 
came frightened. Going to the room, 
she found him unconscious and called 
hotel officials, Julian was taken to 
a hospital where he died at 6 o'clock. 

After waiting outside the room un- 
til his death was reported to her, Miss 
levy returned to the hotel and her- 
self took poison. Doctors said today 
she was in a dangerous condition but 
that she probably would recover. Im- 
mediately after her statement that Ju- 
lian had told her he would kill him- 
self, she lost consciousness again. 

British authorities of the Interna- 
tional Settlement will hold an inquest 
tomorrow, at which an official opin- 
ion as to the cause of Julian's death 
is expected. 

Julian came to Shanghai a year 
ago in default of a $25,000 bail in 
Oklahoma where he was charged with 
fraud in connection with his finan- 
cial operations. 

Lived Obscurely. 

He had lived obscurely during the 
Jatter months of his stay in a small 
hotel in the French settlement. 

Miss Levy's brother said Julian 
owed at least $25.000 to Chinese. 

Major General Roy Hoffman, of 

Oklahoma City, it was revealed to- 
night, visited Julian in Shanghai. on 
March 20 and was reported to have 
urged the promoter to return to Ok- 
lahoma and face trial. 
Hoffman was in Shanghai on a 
world tour and conferred with Ju- 
lian in the office of one of the fugi- 
tive’s American friends. Hoffman at 
present is ahoard the steamer Presi- 
dent Jackson, due in Manila tomor- 
row. 

A Russian woman who gave her 
name aS Mary Controvich, created a 
scene in the hospital when she learned 
of Julian's death and demanded ad- 
mission to the room where his body 
lay. She said Julian had been tak- 
ing sleep-inducing drugs for several 
weeks and had been drinking heavily 
because of financial worries. 

Julian’ was a Canadian by birth 
and had defied extradition to the 
United States. It was not believed 
here that he had learned of a bill 
signed Friday by President Roosevelt, 
aimed at Samuel Insull, which en- 
abled Amefican consular authorities 
to arrest Americans wanted for of- 
fenses in the United States. It was 
explained that Julian's Canadian eciti- 
zenship made him immune to the pro- 
visions of the law, anyway.

Crim- 
inals do not like responsible officers 
of the law. 

“Knowing many of the members of 
the Atlanta police department, I con- 
tend that a great injustice is being 
done the department by the relatively 
few men on the force who are capable 
of compromise and _ incompetency. 
When we read in the newspapers that 
a police officer was found drunk or 
drinking, the temptation is to charge 
the entire force with such unpardon- 
able violation of their oath. When we 
read in the newspapers of a police of- 
ficer having accepted a bribe or 
otherwise proving himself a traitor to 
the honor of his office, we are tempt- 
ed to class all policemen as capable of 
such conduct. 

“This is a great injustice to the ma- 
jority of our officers. I am glad the 
newspapers expose such violations of 
oath. They render the public a gen- 
uine service in such publicity, but I 


wish always to’ remind myself that 
they are reporting the very small 
minority of unworthy officers and are 
not thereby indicting the larger group 
of honored and honest officers.

JOSEPH SPENCER STEWART. 

In the sudden death of Dr. Joseph 
Spencer Stewart, professor of sec- 
ondary education at the University 
of Georgia and director of the sum- 
mer school, Georgia loses one of its 
outstanding educational leaders. 


Coming to the university in 1903 
from the North Georgia Agricultural 
College, of which institution he was 
president for six years, Dr. Stew- 
art for 31 years labored ably and 
indefatigably to co-ordinate the sec- 
ondary educational system of the 
State and bring it to a higher stand- 
ard of efficiency. 


When he undertook the work 
the high schools throughout the 
State had no fixed standards and 
the degree of preparedness of their 
graduates for entry into institutions 
of higher learning was largely prob- 
lematical. The present high stand- 
ard of the secondary educational 
system of the state is due in marked 
degree to his tireless efforts over 
a period of more than a quarter 
of a century. 


The patience and understanding 
that Dr. Stewart brought to his 
vitally important task are respon- 
sible for the fact that Georgia now 
Stands second to no other state in 
the close co-ordination between its 
high schools and its university sys- 
tem. His successful performance 
of this task constitutes one of the 


in the educational history of the 
State, 


Dr. Stewart lived his entire life 
among educational surroundings, his 
father, Dr. J. S. Stewart, having 
been for many years a distinguished 
member of the faculty of Emory 


ford. The son graduated from that 
college and later won his master of 
arts degree at the University of 
Georgia, which tn 1913 conferred 
upon him the degree of doctor of 
pedagogy. 

Under appointment by Governor 
Terrell, Dr. Stewart planned the 
curriculum of the district agricul- 
tural schools established by the leg- 
islature of 1897 and he was largely 
responsible for the constitutional 
amendments making the high

The true winner, 
the real winner, is he who presses 
earnestly, even passionately to the 
goal: who has safely guarded the sa- 
cred flame, and who has held high to 
the end the torch of health, the torch 
of honor, the torch of true friendship, 
the torch of precious friends of his 


hour and day, the torch of joy in 


everything that enriches life. What 
an encouraging thought, that in such 
a race every contestant may, if he so 
strives, win some prize! 

But also what an indictment of our 
present day civilization is there in 
Justice Mulock’s words. For we have 
come to regard outward success almost 
invariably as a mark of pre-eminence. 
In Justice Mulock’s conception of 
life, the humblest, the one we notice 
least, may be the winner and often is.

Health Talks

THE MEDICINE CUPBOARD. 

I have never seen a store or ready- 
made medicine cabinet or first-aid kit 
that was not a handsoi.e package and 
as useful as a hip pocket in a shirt. 
The United States public health serv- 
ice issued a ponderous tome which 
contained explicit instructions for pre- 
paring and using a first-aid medicine 
outfit, but hard times came on and 
few tourists could afford to invest in 
trailers, so the federal effort proved 
a flop. 

For his own assurance every tour- 
ist should equip himself with some 
sort of emergency kit which can be 
carried constantly in his car, his bag 
or his pocket. It is impossible to sug- 
gest precisely what items should be 
included in such a kit—the contents 
vary with the character of the coun- 
try and the type of emergency likely 
to occur. For instance it would be 
silly to carry a package of antivenin 
(antidote for snakebite) -f one is not 
going into a region where rattlesnakes 
or other venomous snakes occur. It 
is not necessary to have any means of 
disinfecting water for drinking pur- 
poses if one is touring from city to 
city or town to town—not if the 
water is fit for the residents to drink.

“nocket emergency kit’ will be sent 
any reader who asks for it and in- 
closes stamped envelope bearing his or 
her address. 

What remedies should be kept in 
the family or domestic medicine cup- 
board and how should they be used in 
minor illnesses or in more serious 
sicknesses under medical care? 

I suppose every doctor has his own 
ideas about this, On certain items we 
can all agree. but on others tense are 
differences of opinion.

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Ancient Principles of Jus- 
tice Changing — Charge 
Is Sufficient Evidence of 
Guilt.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Two 
ancient principles of justice, so old 
that they have seemed to be part of 
our conception of fair dealing from 
time immemorial, have been rewritten 
by the Roosevelt revolution. 

One is that’a hearing is not neces- 
sary before a conviction is ordered be- 
cause the state—meaning the govern- 
ment—can, if it desires, be judge, jury 
and prosecutor. 

The other is that a man making an 
agreement with the government can 
be ordered, under threat of punish- 
ment, to agree in advance that he will 
give hia consent to any rule, regu!a- 
tion or decree which may in the wis- 
dom of the government be decided is 
good for him or for business in gen- 
eral or society as a whole. 

These may sound like extreme state- 
ments of what the administration is 
doing, but there are enough instances 
now to indicate that there is behind 
the Roosevelt administration a group 
of young lawyers who have found out 
ways and means of putting into the 


hidden phrases of legislation powers 


that give the state an authority of the 
widest scope. 
Laws, Not Men. 

The first evidence, of course, came 
when the printing codes were under 
discussion and when it was feared 
that one regulation, whereby signers 
were to agree in advance to abide by 
any future regulations, meant they 


were in effect waiving their constitu- 


tional rights. The president an- 
nounced in his executive order that a 
man “does not consent to what he 
does not consent to.” It was insisted 
that constitutional rights could not be 
forfeited accidentally. 


But there are lawyers whose study 
of the precedents convinced them that 


while Mr. Roosevelt himself may have 
the best intentions, his subordinates 


can apply pressure by using these very 


ambiguous sections of codes, and it 


will be the courts and not the presi- 


dent who will read what the law has 


said.

The national industrial recovery act 
requires all signers of codes—and 
this is not the NRA _ speaking but 
the language of the law  itself—to 
agree to comply with various wage 
and hour rules and “‘with other con- 
ditions of employment, approved or 
prescribed by the president,” which, 
of course, means the NRA and its 
various officials. If, therefore, after 
weeks or months of discussion a code 
is written and accepted by an indus- 
try and a man goes home thinking 
his problems are settled, he may wake 
up some day and find an executive 
order completely changing everything 
agreed upon because the law also says 
the president “may, from time to 
time, cancel or modify any order, ap- 
proval, license, rule or regulation “un- 
der this act.” 

Recently the NRA has been inscft- 
ing in addition in a number of codes 
the following power: “And specifi- 
cally, but without limitation to the 
right of the president to cancel or 
modify his approval of this code, or 
any conditions imposed by him upon 
his approval thereof.”

LIFE OF APAGE WASHINGTON, March 25.—Reds McLelland, 

of Camden, Ark., is a page in the United

I was born on a farm so far from the 
railroad that you could only hear the whistle blow on days whe 
the wind was favorable.” . 

He went on to suggest, without false modesty, that if he, from 
the beginning could become vice president of the United States, the 
pages, with the intimate association with the great men of their 
time should go far in the world.

The late E, Phocian Howard, who was known to sporting people 
and the underworld all over the United States as the publisher of 
the only worthwhile trade journal for gamblers, also served as a 
page in the house of representatives. He was a protege of the late 
Uncle Joe Cannon. 


LOSE ILLUSIONS The pages under 14 years are required to 


go to school at night by local regulation of 
the District of Columbia and most of the others attend classes 
voluntarily. In the line of duty they also pick up a lot of knowing 
about parliamentry procedure and the practical phases of legislation 
and the page who completes his career with any illusions probably 
does not exist and can’t be very bright if he does.

Is it your intention to pardon him if we get a

If the governor replied in the affirmative, the case could be dropped, 
John Doe liberated to continue the practice of his profession, and tax- 


payers saved a useless expenditure. 


In all seriousness, it would be 


wiser to liberate a criminal without 


trial than to make a farce of justice. 

Peace officers and the courts are made ridiculous when a higher 
authority can undo their work without reason or justification. 

And when the machinery of justice is made impotent and ridiculous, 


criminals are invited to take what 


toll they will. 


The governor of one state pardoned over 1,700 convicts in four 


years. 


That, perhaps, is a record; 


but the abuse of pardoning power 


is national, and no state is blameless enough to ridicule another. 
There is abundant evidence to prove that liberated criminals return 
to crime as a washed sow to her wallow. 


To parole or pardon one of them is to say in effect: 


you are a professional criminal.

LYNCHBURG, Va., March 25.— 
(P)—The bodies of 15 men burned to 
death in a federal home for the home- 
less lay on mortuary slabs here today 
while a growing corps of workers 
sought to establish their names and 
find friends and relatives. 

They were seared to death in an 
early morning inferno yesterday which 
trapped 190 transient men “down on 
their luck.” in a two-story shelter 
camp operated under the direction of 
the federal emergency relief adminis- 
tration. 

Seventy-two were injured, and today

In another code drafted by the 
NRA itself appears the following pro- 
vision: “Subject to such rules and 
regulations as may be issued by the 
administrator, etc.” 

The legal staff of the NRA does 
not give written opinions as to what 
all these vague clauses mean b.t 
usually says it is a good thing to 
have them in the codes. Businessmen 
are left bewildered and do not know 
from one day to another what the 
legal position is unless they go to 
the courts. Most of them dislike to do 
this because withdrawal of the Blue 
Eagle may follow any action in op- 
position to NRA rules or policies. 

There are certain cases which have 
been decided by the courts, moreover, 
which indicate that once a company 
submits by consent to the jurisdiction 
of the federal government it cannot 
raise constitutional barriers. Thus, 
in the famous packers’ consent decree, 
the packers cannot argue now that 
some of the provisions of that decree 
are confiscatory under the constitu- 
tion. For they have already agrecd 
to abide by the decrees of the court.

There are three ways of getting 
this image to your eye. One is & 
system of mirrors to reflect them 
from the middle of the telescope to 
the rim where you stand. You place 
small magnifying glass on this image, 
adjust it to fit your eye, and see 
the strange shapes of things unbe- 
lievably far away. 

Another way allows for climbing 
into the focus itself. ‘This will per- 
mit specially precise photographic 
work. The third will reflect the image 
back down the center of the tube and 
through a hole in the center of the 
mirror bigger than a washtub. For 
this doubling-back trick a 60-inch 
mirror will be used near the -e of 
the telescope to send down the light 
from the great mirror. 

This focus just beneath the 200-inch 
mirror is used for spectroscopic photo- 
graphs requiring hours of exposure. 
At the base of the telescope it will 
be possible to take such pictures in 
a constant femperature chamber. 

If you look at the star field focused 
at the top of the telescope only a 
small round patch of stars in the cen- 
ter of your object glass will be dis- 
tinct. Those all around it will be 
shaped like arrows, all pointing inward 
toward the clear, middle field. ; 

But within that small] central field 
there will appear faint stars and other 
more spectacular objects which never

There the photographic plates will 
catch the light of universes of stars 
so distant that their rays started earth- 
ward about 1.200,000,000 years ago.

JOINS ATLANTA 


From Reporting, He 
Wires Abbott.

MACON, Ga., March 25.—Wilfred 
FE. (Fritz) Knothe, last of the Atlanta 
Crackers unaccounted for, today wired 
Manager Spencer Abbott that he is 
joining the ball club Friday, thereby 
completely disproving published re- 
ports that he was a confirmed hold- 
out and on the verge of quitting base- 
ball for business.

Due to the fact that the Crackers break 
camp here Friday, Knothe will not 
come here but is. expected to be in 
uniform for the workout at Ponce 
de Leon Saturday. 

NEVER WORRIED. 

Spencer Abbott never worried much 
about Knothe, even when the rumors 
were being bandied about that he 
wasn't going to report. 

“He'll report,” Ab insisted all the 
time, “I know ball players and I know 
Fritz Knothe. He likes the game too 
well and is too good a ball player 
to quit at this early stage in his ca- 
reer. 

The handling of Knothe was left 
entirely up to Abbott and he sent 
him only one wire. That was on Sat- 
urday night when he simply tele- 
graphed. “Have been looking for you. 
Please advise when you plan to re- 
port.” 

Abbott, by the way, never considers 
a player a holdout unless he is un- 
signed when the season starts. And he 
had no intimation, written or other- 
wise, from Knothe that he was a hold- 


out, 
VERY POPULAR. 

Knothe, who is a brother of George 
Knothe, the New Orleans short stop, 
iS a very popular young citizen of 
Passaic, N. J., where he was a great 
basketball player on the crack Pas- 
saic high team that set a national! 
record several years ago by winning 
more than 100 straight games. While 
young Charley Sheerin is filling the 
bill at third base all right, Ab will be 
glad to have Knothe on hand so that 
he can go right ahead with his com- 
plete force. He considers Knothe one 
of the best third basemen in _ the 
minors and says he is a great base- 
runner, also, 


“He'll hit around .500 in the South- 
ern, steal 30 bases or more and field 
his position as good as any third 
baseman you will see anywhere,” Ab- | 
bott said in praise of him. 


Spencer knew Knothbe well when 
the latter was starring for Seattle 
and he was managing Portland on thre 
coast. The Boston Braves bought him 
for a good price after a great season 
out there in 1931, and he played most 
of the 1932 season with the Braves. 
Knothe is a right-handed hitter and 
has a fine throwing arm.

To Continue Playing for Fun 


AUGUSTA NATIONAL GOLF CLUB, AUGUSTA,. Ga., 
March 25.—Bobby Jones said ‘‘No”’ very courteously but nev- 
ertheless firmly. 

Someone had just asked him if he would, as the pros be- 
lieve, enter the National Open at Merion this summer. 

He will not enter any national competition. He will ad- 
here strictly to his original announcement on his retirement in 
1930. He will play golf for fun and never in a national com- 
petition. | 
Fun means that this tournament which has proved 

to be international in import, will be continued and that 

he will be an annual competitor. 

He will play again next spring in what will be the second 
annual Masters’ Invitation tournament over the Augusta Na- 
tional course. | 

I rather imagine the field will find a Jones on top of 

his game once more. The really splendid showing here, 

after four years of non-competition, was still not good 

enough to satisfy the spirit of the man who was probably 

the greatest competitive athlete the world ever saw. 

There is already a demand for this tournament. The pro- 
fessionals enjoy playing with Bobby Jones. They enjoyed 
beating him here. And next year’s test will be eagerly antici- 
pated, probably matching this one in interest. When automo- 
biles from 38 states and three foreign nations drive through 
the clubhouse it may safely be said that the interest is more 
than mild. 


JONES’ OWN ANALYSIS. 

Bobby Jones has explained, and that with a great deal of 
expertness, just why his game was inadequate in this tourna- 
ment. : 

He and Walter Hagen, for instance, are suffering 
from the same golfing illness on the putting greens. 
They held a sort of clinic on it. 

‘Hagen and I were able,” he said, “to drop in short putts 
of three or four feet with complete ease in practice. We would 
drop on an average of two out of three. : 

“But in actual play it was different. In practice I 
was able to stroke the ball exactly as I wished. When 
it came to putting one that was needed to score there 
was an inevitable tendency to rap it instead of stroking. 
With the equally inevitable misses. 

“It is simply a matter of getting back the touch. 
what is wrong but was unable to-do anything about it.”

Continuing with the clinic on his own game, Jones said that 
the same mental tightness which handicaps his putting was 
found in his chip shots. 

“You see,” he said, “I have been playing for fun. 

When the shot was from behind a bunker or in some 

poor lie, it simply didn’t matter. And so I went ahead 

and made the shot. There was no need even to think 
about it. 

“But in this tournament I found myself saying, when esti- 
mating some shot, that I had best be careful here. That here 
was a shot which might cost me a stroke or.so if not played 
correctly. , 

‘‘It would be the same shot which I had made dozens 

of times in friendly rounds without thinking. The shot 

was made well. But when the mind stops to consider 

it and what might result if it is missed, then there comes 

a tightness which causes one to lose the touch.” 

Jones’ game improved with the succession of rounds. It 
will be rather long to wait until 1935 to see what the result of 
work will be during the coming year. Because Bobby Jones, 
while he has not said so, will go to work on his game. He 
wants back that elusive but vitally necessary part of one’s game 
known as ‘‘the touch.” 


THE MONEY SCRAMBLE. 

Horton Smith.-had an interesting comment to make on the 
statement by Charley Hall, Birmingham professional, that the 
winter tournament schedule, which Bob Harlow calls the college 
of golf, caused a neglect of golf form because the emphasis 
was placed on winning the money rather than on the develop- 
ment of one’s form.

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Oak Park Pro Wins Au- 
gusta Tourney With 
Great 284 Score.

AUGUSTA, Ga.. March 25.—(/)— 
Picking up where he left off in Geor- 
gia four years ago as the last man 
to whip Bob Jones in open golf com- 
petition, lanky Horton Smith. of Chi- 
cago, paced the professionals to a 
smashing triumph over the former 
world. champion today. in the final 
round of the $5,000 Masters’ Invita- 
tion tournament. | 

Smith, leading from start to finish 
of the four-day battle over the. beau- 
tiful Augusta National course. rose 
to the emergency, with his chances 
at stake, by holing a 10-foot putt on 
the 17th green-for a birdie and won 
the tournament from blond Craig 
Wood, of Deal, N. J., by a 1-stroke 
margin. Smith, with successive rounds 
of 70-72-70-72, finished. 4 under. par 
with a total of. 284. and captured 
$1,500 first money. Wood tallied 71- 
74-69-71—-285 and collected $800. 

An even dozen professionals, the 
entire “money list,”’ finished in front 
of Jones. who kept the banner flying 
nevertheless by scoring another round 
in eveh par, 72, despite a bad start. 
and winding up with a total of 294, 
10 strokes behind the flying Smith. 


Jones had good company in his tie 
for 153th place. He was deadlocked 
with Denny Shute, the present hold- 
er of the British open championship, 
and his old rival and playing partner, 
Walter Hagen,’ who started today’s 
round fiye shots ahead of Bob and 
lost them all with a 77. Shute had 
a 72 and was tied with Jones for the 
second straight day. 

JONES RALLIES. 

Jones, equipped with everything ex- 
cept his old putting touch, averted a 
complete rout in his comeback by the 
brilliant “way he battled difficulties 
and Old Man Par on the last two 
rounds by the margin of his defeat 
nevertheless was the worst since he 
first entered open competition as a 
“boy wonder” of 18 in 1920 at Inver- 
ness. This was the first time since 
he became a national golf figure that 
the Georgian finished “outside the 
money” and the only parallel setback 
was his defeat in the national open 
at Oakmont in 1927, when he landed 
in 11th place. 


In the final standing, as a matter 
of fact, more professionals topped 
Jones than the combined total of 
players who have finished ahead of 
him in all open competition over the 
past decade. While they were about 
it, the professionals did a thorough 
job of licking their old Nemesis. More- 
over, they enjoyed doing it over a 
course which was designed according 
to Bob’s own ideas and for which he 
holds the practice record of 65. 

The fival round, played in bitterly 
cold, raw weather, was_ strictly a 
battle among five front-running pro- 
fessionals, but by far the biggest pro- 
portion of the tournament’s biggest 
gallery—upwards of 1,500 fans—fol- 
lowed Jones and Hagen over the last 
18 holes. All hope of a real rally 
by the Georgian vanished when he 
three-putted the very first green and 
landed in the ditch on the long fourth 
as he gambled on getting home with a 
brassie, only to card a six, but he 
played magnificent golf from there on. 

IVE BIRDIES. 

‘Jones shot the last 14 holes of the 
tournament. in three under par. He 
had five birdies, including a 40-foot 
putt for a deuce on the short sev- 
enth. He failed to hole a pitch shot 
for a birdie on the eighth only be- 
cause the pin happened to be in the 
way as the ball bounced softly against 
it and dropped on the lip of the cup. 
He came within a foot of sinking his 
tee shot on the short 13th, where he 
got another deuce. Except for three- 
putting the 10th, he looked every bit 
like the shot-making Jones of his 
championship days. 

The rusty old putter which Jones 
used during the last two rounds made 
a big improvement in the Georgian’s 
work on the greens as a whole. He 
had only 30 putts yesterday and 32 
today, where he had taken 36 and 
38 putts on his first two rounds. 
Thus, it takes only a little lightning 
calculation to show that if he had 
putted as well on the first 36 holes 
as he did during the final half of the 
tournament, he would have been right 
up in his old familiar spot around the 
top. His four-year layoff, it was con- 
clusively demonstrated, had the effect 
of sharply reducing the accuracy of 
his short game although extracting 
none of the power or skill in his wood 
and iron clubs. 

GREAT SHOTS. 7 

Smith gave a great exhibition of 
steadiness and resourcefulness under 
fire in winning the biggest share of the 
money. Tied for the lead on the first 
day with a sub-par 70, he held a one- 
stroke lead at the end of each suc- 
ceeding round as he met and turned 
back the challenges of Bill Burke, of 
Cleveland; Ed Dudley, the home club 
professional; Craig Wood and Young 
Paul Runyan, of White Plains, N. Y., 
who started out as co-favorite with 
Jones. 

Wood had completed his final round 
it 71 by the time Horton Smith got 
under way and it was nip and tuck 
right down the finish between them.

Burke and Runyan..tied for third 
place at 286 apiece, each saw great 
chances to overhaul the leader go 
flitting away on the wings of bad 
breaks. Burke three-putted two holes 
on his final round, a 73, was penal- 
ized a stroke by driving into the ditch 
on the fifth and then saw each of his 
putts for birdies on the last three 
holes hang on the very lip of the cup. 
Only a blade of grass appeared to 
separate two of them from dropping. 
They meant the difference between 
defeat and a chance at least to tie 
Smith. . 

Runyan lost his opportunity for a 
tie on one hole—the 4S80-yard fourth, 
where he carded a disastrous seven as 
a result of driving into the water ditch 
and then, after the penalty, firing a 
long spoon shot inte the same haz- 
ard, fronting the green. Despite this 
discouraging development, the former 
Arkansas star shot the last 14 holes in 
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Charlie Yates, sensational young East Lake star and cap- 
tain of the Georgia Tech golf team, paced the amateurs in

Today his 
second shot at nine was in the trap 
in front of the green. A half explo- 
sion shot out sent him 10 feet past 
the cup. It was a down-hill putt 
and one which necessitated a break- 
ing curl.

Consistency of Smith 


Is Praised by Runyan

Horton started the first round with a scorching, sub-par 70, which 
put him in a three-way tie for first place. The other two fell by the 
wayside, but Horton never relinquished the lead. He added a 72-70-72 
to his opening round, and if you’ve ever played this beautiful but treach- 
erous course, you know those are real scores. His was a hard-fought,

AUGUSTA, Ga.,. March 25.—(UP)—Horton Sniith,; @ rawbened pro- | 
fessional from Chicago, and the last man to defeat Bobby Jones before |} 
the Atlantan swept all before him in 1930, today won the Master’s Invi- | 
tation Golf tournament in which Jones returned to the competitive wars | 
for the first time in four years. 

Smith won it as Jones used to win them—by answering his challeng- | 
ers with a perfect round in those nerve-torturing final 18 holes. The 
Chicagoan, his task made the more difficult by raw, blustery weather, 
streaked around the treacherous Augusta National course in 72, even 
par, for a winning aggregate of 284. 

He had to have a perfect figure to win, and he knew it, for before 
he started out Craig Wood’s 285 was on the scoreboard, as was Billy 
Burke’s 286. And out on the field with him were half a dozen players 
close enough to breeze by if he faltered. For 13 holes the pressure 
didn’t bother him, but standing on the 14th tee, with victory just around 
the corner, he caught the jitters. He went one over on the 14th and 
15th, which sent him into the final two holes needing a birdie and a 
par to win. He made it, ramming down a 12-foot, downhill putt on the 
17th for a birdie, and ramming home a three-footer on the final green 
for his par. 

Smith doubly deserved his victory, ¢ 
for from the opening day, when he 
bagged a 7O0,-and Jones fell by the 
wayside, he was the target for the 
others. Golf has seen no finer stand 
under fire than Horton's play of to- 
day. 

When he walked to the first tee 
he knew nothing but perfect golf 
would suffice. And +e came through. 

BATTLE ON TO WIN. 

More than once it seemed he was 
cracking up, but each time he gath- 
ered his courage and held on. He 
broke down for the first time on the 
fourteenth, when his second shot fell 
short of the green and just behind a 
treacherous, turtle-backed bunker. His 
pitch was a beauty, falling 4 feet 
past the pin, but his first putt was 
shaky and missed the cup by 10) 
inches.

Praise for Both Sides. 

In all the hectic experience of 
NRA I have not seen more earnest 
and patriotic devotion than has been 
shown by both employers and em- 
ployes in the automotive industry. 
They sat night and day for nearly two 
weeks without a single faltering or 
impatience, The result is one of the 
most encouraging incidents of the 
recovery program. It is a complete 
answer to those critics who have as- 
serted that managers and employes 
cannot co-operate for the public good 
without domination by selfish in- 
terest. 

In the settlement there is a frame- 
work for a new structure of indus- 
trial relations—a new basis of un- 
derstanding between employers and 
employes. I would like you to know 
that in the settlement just reached in 
the automobile industry we have 
charted a new course in social en- 
gineering in the United States. It 
is my hope that out of this will come 
a new realization of the opportuni- 
ties_of capital and labor not only to 
compose their differences at the con- 
ference table and to recognize their 
respective rights and responsibilities 
but also to establish a foundation on 
which they can co-operate in better- 
ing the human relationship involved 
in any large industrial enterprise. 

New Conceptions. 

It is peculiarly fitting that this 
great step forward should be taken 
in an industry whose employers and 
employes have contributed so con- 
sistently and so substantially to the 
industrial and economic development 
of this country in the last 
century. Having pioneered in me- 
chanical invention to a point where 
the whole world marvels at the per- 
fection and economy of American 
motor cars and their widespread 
ownership by our. citizens in every 
walk of life, this industry has indi- 
cated now its willingness to under- 
take a pioneer effort in human en- 
gineering on a_ basis 
attempted.

Mr. Roosevelt said 
the agreement stipulated that employes 
shall have the right to choose their 
own representatives to bargain with 
employers and there should be no dis- 
crimination “in any way against any 
employe on the ground of his union 
labor affiliations.” 

May Choose Freely. 
This gives the right to the automo- 
bile workers to choose freely whether 
they wish to belong to a company 
union or to a union affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor. 
In arriving at the agreement, the 
president laid down in plain terms 
the principles for general relations be- 
tween employers and employes. 
He reduced “to plain language” the 
much discussed section of the nation- 
al recovery act granting the right of 
collective bargaining. 
“Employes have the right,” said 
the president, “to organize into a 
group or groups. 

Discrimination Barred. 
“Discrimination against employes 
because of their labor affiliations, or 
for any other unfair or unjust rea- 
son is barred.” | 
The president made it plain that 
the government favors no particular 
union or particular form of employe 
organization or representation. 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, head- 
ed the labor men who talked with the 
president at the executive mansion. 
Hugh S. Johnson, recovery adminis- 
trator, also participated and was in- 
strumental in bringing the manufac- 
turers into the accord. 
After the White House had an- 
nounced the settlement—reached loug 
after nightfall—Green issued a state- 
ment saying: 
“The terms of the settlement of the 
threatened automobile strike recom- 
mended by the president and accepted 
by the automobile manufacturers and 
the workers, guarantee the workers the 
right to organize, to bargain collec- 
tively and to be represented by men 
of their own choosing. 
“This means that while the work- 
ers gained the principal point for 
which they were contending—strict 
observance of section 7-A of the na- 
tional recovery act, the automobile 
manufacturers have simply given as- 
surance of their full compliance. witb 
the labor section of their own ihdus- 
trial code of fair practice, their will- 
ingness to obey the law.” 
Green added that “the machinery 
for collective bargaining has now been 
Set up” and that “there is no basis 
for a claim on the part of either side 
of the coutroversy, employers or etn- 
ployes. that either has gained a vic- 
tory over the other.” 

Two Advances. 

In his statement the president said 
the settlement accomplished and 
achieved two outstanding advances. 
“In the first place,” he said, “we 
have set forth a basis on which, for 
the first time in any large industry, 
a more comprehensive, a more ade- 
quate and a more’ equitable system 
of industrial relations may be buiit 
than ever before. 

“Tt is my hope that this system 
may develop into a kind of works 
council in industry ‘in which al) 
groups of employes, whatever may be 
their choice of organization or form 
of representation, may participate in 
joint conferences with their employ- 
ers and I am assured by the indus- 
try that such is also their goal and 
wish.”

“Conscious of its duty, the federa- 
tion decided to take a part in public 
life to assure predominance of general 
interest over private interests,” said 
the resolution, adopted by 500 dele-

‘ Demand Firm Rule. 7 

The veterans, calling themselves “a 
generation of fire,” demand first: 
“That state authoritye be restored” 
with “a stable, strong, responsible and 
controlled executive.” 

Secondly, that a national and re- 
gional group of economic, professional 
and social forces be organized “for 
regular participation in the manage- 
ment of public affairs.” 

Violent methods would be rejected. 
the resolution stated, asserting that 
the veterans are “firmly attached to 
the republic’s regime and are resolved 
to defend liberties which are its base.” 

The move followed an address by 
Doumergue last night in which he 
warned that the country must save 
itself from the threat of civil war. 
which, he said, might lead to foreign 
invasion. 

Economy by Reform. 

Economies by administrative reform 
instead of by “blind, systematic de- 
flation” affecting pensions was recom- 
mended to balance the budget, and re- 
establish the working capacities of the 
country.

of the’ Marietta public schools from 
1891 to 1897. 

He was the president of the North 
Georgia Agricultural. College. at one 
time and came to.the University of 
Georgia in 1903 as state agent, be- 
coming professor of secondary educa- 
tion in 1905. 

Since that time his work has been 
largely extra-instructional. His ac- 
tivities include organization work to- 
ward the accredited high school -sys- 
tem, the Georgia High School Asso- 
ciation activities, the southern com- 
mission accredited schools, the south- 
ern college commission, and the Na- 
tional High School Inspectors’ Asso- 
ciation, of which he was first presi- 
dent. 

Dr. Stewart was vice president of 
the Southern Association of Colleges 
in 1921 and was associated in various 
capacities with the National Educa- 
tion Association, the Georgia Kduca- 
tion Association and other educational 
organizations. He has directed the 
summer school at the university since 
its founding 18 years ago. 

Governor Terrel appointed Dr. Stew- 
art, in 1897, to plan a curriculum for 
the congressional district agricultural 
schools and in 1910 -he secured con- 
stitutional amendments making high 
schools part of the educational sys- 
tem. It is said that Dr. Stewart !s 
responsible for the present high stand- 
ards of Georgia’s secondary schools, 
having brought them from a chaotic 
condition to’eo-ordination with the uni- 
versity system.

RAIL PARLEYS TODAY 


Roosevelt Seeks Means To 
Break Deadlock on Wage 


Situation. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt conferred today 
with Federal Railroad (Co-ordinator 
Joseph B. Eastman on the deadlock 
in negotiations between the roads and 
their organized workers over wages. 

Eastman will meet officers of the 
Association of Railway Labor Execu- 
tives tomorrow, it was announced, to 
discuss further the possibilities of a 
compromise. 

The railroad management commit- 
tee, it was understood, accepted in 
general a compromise agreement pro- 
posed by Eastman, under which the 
present wage scale would be con- 
tinued until January 1, 1935, with 
the roads making some concessions in 
increasing to average code levels the 
wages received by the lowest paid 
groups. A committee appointed by 
the president then would decide, on 
a basis of car loadings up to next 
January 1, whether wages should be 
increased, lowered or left unchanged. 

The union officers were understood 
to have rejected the proposal, main- 
taining their previous position that 
they were now working for 10 per 
cent under the basic scale, and that 
while wages in other industries were 
reported moving upward under codes, 
they were being asked to continue on 
a depression basis.

financial circles; and the provincia! 
council, consisting of governors and 
finance ministers of the various prov- 
inces, 


To forestall any revival of “dema- 


goche,” the public will be exclud- 
ed from sessions of these advisory 
bodies. 

The words “republic” and “democ- 
racy’ will be omitted from the new 
constitution and the government will 
be given the strictest censorship pow- 
ers over the press, theater, radio and 
films. 

Schools Under Government. 

All universities, 
leges will be under the exclusive con- 
trol of the federal government. 

The president alone is empowered 
to appoint a government or demand 
its resignation. The consultative coun- 
cils, which will take the place of the 
old parliament, cannot topple the gov- 
ernment by voting “no confidence.” 

It is still not clear who succeeds 
the president in the event of his sud- 
den death or who will be president 


when the new constitution goes into 


effect.

Don’t put on your clothes until 
ou are thoroughly dry and the skin 
hae had a chance to breathe in some 
air. If you are extremely warm after 
your bath, and in a perspiration, get 
into tepid water before you take a 
cold shower. If you don’t the shock 
is too much for you. 

If you don’t observe the proper 
rules for bathing, you are likely to 
feel ill when you have finished the 
bath, in which case you should lie 
down until] this feeling passes and 
then dress leisurely.

Mr. George S. Hellman, well known 
to lovers of literature and art, aptly 
declares the gist of bidding is based 
on the proposition that “every bid is 
a bet, the odds of which are deter- 
mined by the relation of hands to the 
score and the players.” Recently he 
was a helpless victim of the most ex- 
cellent principle which he so aptly 
stated. The lesson was administered 
to him by Mr. Clarence W. Watson, 
former United States senator from 
West Virginia, who certainly in his 
time in the senate was the best bridge 
player in that august body, and is one 
of the best and keenest anywhere,

1— According tothe Whist Club Sys- 


tem, South's bid of one club show- 
ed a minimum of 38 1-2 quick- 
tricks. 

2—Had North responded with one 
diamond, it would have meant 
that the hand contained less than 
two quick-tricks, Hence when he 
bid two diamonds this disclosed 
not only a diamond suit but at 
least two quick-tricks in the hand. 

8—An _ effort to prevent opponents 
from reaching a slam and to sug- 
gest a possible paying sacrifice in 
case they do so. 

4—This bidding is based on the 
process of elimination, Obviously, 
partner must hold at least two 
aces or the ace-king of spades. 
and at least five diamonds to the 
queen, 

5—Mr. Hellman calculated that North 
and South would score at least 
1,570 points. If East and West 
should make but 8 tricks their 
loss would be only 1,000 points. 
Opposing this there was a possi- 
bility of pushing the adversaries 
to a successful grand slam, but 
this was counterbalanced by the 
better expectation of being dou- 
bled, and in addition there was the 
possibility that the opponents 
might not be able to make a grand 
slam. Based upon these considera- 
tions, Mr: Hellman offered his 
“bet” on terms that did not ap- 
pear too disadvantageous for him. 

6—A very brilliant bid. A penalty of 
at least 1,000 points was practi- 
cally assured, and unless partner 
held the spade king, the trumps 
broke and the opponents secured 
no ruffs, the grand slam might be 
down one trick, a loss of 1,1 
points. Against this, however, was 
a probable gain of 2,250 points for 
the grand slam, plus 700 points 
for the rubber and 140 points as a 
game score. It was a question of 
calculating the imponderables, Mr. 
Watson knew his partner to be 
fairly precise in his bidding. He 
would not have doubled seven 
clubs if he held nothing in addi- 
tion to the two tricks already 
shown. Mr. Watson therefore de- 
clined Mr. Hellman’s odds and in 
turn made another “bet,” a grand 
slam in diamonds bid and made. 
It is obvious that the grand slam 

could have been reached more simply 

by the use of the Culbertson system, 

as follows:

Price Raising May Get Out of Hand : 


Guaranty Trust Co. Review Warns 


e 

NEW YORK, March 25.—(#)— 
The most “disquieting” possibility in 
the outlook for the government’s price- 
raising efforts is not that they will 
fail but they “will succeed too well,” 
the Guaranty Trust Company says 
in its monthly review of business 
conditions. 

“The time may not be far distant 
when the most serious problem of the 
administration will not be to produce 
an advance in prices but to hold the 
advance within bounds,” the survey 
States. “Disappointment has been 
expressed in some quarters that the 
government's recovery program has 
not brought about a greater degree 
of business revival. Such an attitude 
should not be taken too hastily. 

“Perhaps too much in the way of 
immediate results was expected in 
the beginning by a depression-weary 
nation overeager to accept any vague 
promise of swift recovery. The re- 
markable improvement that has taken 
place during the last year is a mat- 
ter of record. The banking crisis has 
been surmounted; business activity 
has increased; prices have risen, and 
much-needed relief has been given to 
millions of citizens. 

“Unfortunately, it is in connection 
with these relief activities that some 


of the gravest misgivings arise con- 
cerning the future; for the cost of 
relief is tremendous, and in the* pres- 
ent instance it is being met entirely 
by publie borrowing. " 


“The public debt is already nearly 
equal to the post-war peak,’ and the 
borrowing program contemplated by 
the administration has hardly begun. 
The president estimates that by June 
30, 1935, the debt will reach a total 
of nearly $32,000,000,000. The plan 
is to stop the borrowing at this 
point, and it is earnestly to be hoped 
that this will prove possible. 

“Even if it does, however, the task 
of repaying such a sum will be tre- 
mendous; huge refunding operations 
will be necessary. And the govern- 
ment will be continuously dependent 
on conditions in the money market 
over a long period. 

“Aside from the possibility of fi- 
nancial conditions that will make re- 
funding diffieult, there will exist a 
constant temptation to reduce the 
burden by the temporarily easy meth- 
od of cheapening the currency. If 
this temptation is avoided, the debt 
will have to be paid by means of 
taxes that will inevitably place a 
heavy load on industry.” 

The bank says there is “an urgent 
need” for revision of the securities 
act “which contains some provisions 
that threaten to paralyze the market 
for new capital issues and to defer 
we KY recovery for an indefinite pe- 
riod.

BONDS HELD BACK 
BY LABOR TROUBLE 


Rail Issues Hesitant in 
Week’s Timid Trading; 
Little Progress Made. 


By VICTOR EUBANK. 

NEW YORK, March 25.—(/)—Ia- 
bor troubles were largely responsible 
for considerable timidity in the listed 
bond market during the past week and 
prices. generally were unable to re- 
cord progress. 


Railway loans were hesitant 
throughout in the face of the wage 
controversy between the carrier man- 
agements and workers. At the same 
time there was no exceptional liquida- 
tion in this group; probably because 
of the fact that traffic and earnings 
continued to show substantial improve- 
ment. Freight car loadings for the 
provious week registered a more than 
seasonal gain and established a new 
high mark since last October. 

While mild declines were the rule 
in most categories, trading volumes 
dwindled appreciably and, as the week 
ended, rallying tendencies appeared 
in the various corporate’ divisions. 
The utilities, as a whole, displayed 
the most resistance and a number of 
the higher grade power and light 
bonds finished with small advances. 

German obligations were heavy on 
reports that the reich was preparing 
for a further reduction of interest 
payments on external debts. In line 
with this thought. the quota of for- 
eign exchange allowed German ‘m- 
porters was reduced for April from 
45 to 35-per cent of the 1931 require- 
ments and it was also <ecided to re- 
strict the use of foreign commercial 
credits by 30 per cent.

LITTLE AFFECTED 


BY BANKHEAD BILL 


Trading in Contracts As 
a Rule Strikes Moderate 
Pace Despite Washing- 
ton Developments. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 25.—() 
While there were some periods of ac- 
tivity during the past week the vol- 
ume of trading in the cotton contract 
market as a rule was moderate. Price 
fluctuations were wider than recently, 


with an extreme range of about 45 
points. 

There was a moderate advance after 
the passage of the Bankhead bill im 
the house of representatives, but prices 
soon turned easier on anxiety as to 
the labor situation and the unfavorable 
course of the stock market as a re- 
sult of fears of the Fletcher bill regu- 
lating stock trading. The week closed 
with prices showing a net decline com- 
pared with the preceding Saturday of 
13 to 15 points. 

The foreign markets were influenced 
by much the same developments as 
those that affected the markets on this 
side of the Atlantic, but towards the 
close of the week Liverpool strength- 
ened, owing to advances in Egyptian 
futures. Manchester reported some re- 
tail trade in cloths, but yarns were 
neglected. 

The spot market improved somewhat 
during the week, there being a better 
demand both from domestic mills and 
from exporters. This was mainly due 
to some easing in the basis, particu- 
larly in the inferior, and rather bet- 
ter offerings. Considerable farmer's 
option cotton was offered.

NEW YORK, March 95.—-Bank 
clearings last week gained consider- 
| ably over the total for the week ended 
March 14. The amount last week 
for all leading cities in the United 
States, as reported to Dun & Brad- 
street, Inc., was $5,156,839,000, an in- 
crease of 8.7 per cent, compared with 
the total for the same week a year 
ago. New York city clearings were 
$3.678,498,000. a gain of 6.9 per cent, 
while the total for all centers outside 
of New York of $1,478,341,000, was 
13.2 per cent higher. 

Comparison was made last week 
with the return for the first full week 
following the bank holiday a yeat 
ago. In part, the increase now shown 
in clearings at some centers may be 
due to that fact. Larger income tax 
payments this year are also reflected 
in the heavier amount for the week 
just closed. : The gains were especially 
heavy at Philadelphia, Cleveland, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Omaha, Richmond, 
Atlanta, Louisville and Portland, Ore. 


Last week's clearings were in ex- 
cess of those for the week previous, 
for the cities included, by $299,586,000. 
Furthermore, March clearings to date 
were larger than those for any pre- 
ceding month, with the single excep- 
tion of February, since July of last 
year, at which time stock trading at 
New York city swelled’ bank payments 
to an unusual sum.
